Foreword 


ApS following extraordinary Collection will appeal to 

every booklover and collector, composed as it is 
entirely of choice Association Books, Masterpieces of Bind- 
ing, Letters and rare Early Manuscripts and Books. 

The Association Copies are in each instance connected 
with names famous in history and literature. Chief among 
these is the Bible of John Milton, about which Dr. W. 
Aldis Wright, the great authority on Seventeenth Century 
literature, has written, ‘‘ Jt is something to have seen a 
Bible which has ... . been wm Milton’s hands;’” a 
copy of Homer, 1504, from the Library of Grolier and his 
copy of Erasmus, 1535, with a beautifully illuminated title 
and a fine old binding, into which are wrought the words 
now so closely associated with the best in books: ‘‘ Jo 
Grolieru et Anncorum ;’’ the copy of ‘‘Prometheus Un- 
bound,’’ given to Trelawny by Shelley the week that he 
was drowned, with Shelley’s inscription on the title; a 
Virgil, 1794, from Shelley’s library; Pope’s Odyssey, 
1725-26, with his original verse of presentation to Nathaniel 
Piggott and other manuscript additions by him; Charles 
Lamb’s ‘‘ Essays of Elia,’’ the rare first issue of the first 
series, with his autograph inscription to John Howard 
Payne, about which Lamb wrote to Payne, in 1823, doubtless. 
referring to this very copy, ‘‘ 1 send you a part of me, verse 
and. prose;’’ a copy of Butler’s ‘*‘ Hudibras,”’ inscribed ‘‘7'o 
my honor’d friend Captain John Grant ;’? an uneut copy 
of the first edition of Sheridan’s ‘‘ Rivals,’’ with his pres- 
entation inscription; Halle’s Chronicle, 1548, with auto- 
graph notes by Sir Henry and Lady Mary Sidney; the 
Locker-Lampson copy of Dryden’s ‘‘ Dramatick Poesie,”’ 
1663; a presentation copy of Walton’s Angler; William 
Wycherley’s Works, inscribed by him to Sir George Browne; 
Edmund Waller’s copy of Ovid; ‘‘ Pickwick Papers ”’ given 
by Dickens to Macready; ‘‘ Marmion,” ina tartan binding, 
given by Scott to Wordsworth, with inscriptions by both; 
the privately printed edition of Mrs. Browning’s ‘‘ Sonnets,”’ 
Reading 1847, before she published this beautiful expres- 
sion of her love for Browning under the title of ‘‘Sonnets 
from the Portuguese,”? given by Miss Mitford (at whose 
instance it was printed) to Charles Kingsley; the Proof 
Copies of Robert Browning’s ‘‘ Ring and the Book,’’ ‘‘ Bells 
and Pomegranates,’’ and other rare Browning items; 
Boileau’s copy of ‘‘ Horace,’”? with many manuscript addi- 
tions, and a presentation copy of his works. Other Asso- 
ciation copies are connected with the names of Walpole, 


S. Rogers, Melancthon, Ruskin, Carlyle, Stevenson, Long- 
fellow, Maria Edgeworth, Eugene Field, Leigh Hunt, Wm. 
Morris, Rossetti, Lowell, ete.; also two Books from Thacke- 
ray’s library of the utmost interest, being first editions of 
Swift’s Gulliver and Tennyson’s Sonnets. 

Briefly dealing with other important items in the cata- 
logue, attention is called to Audubon’s ‘‘ Birds of America,” 
the original elephant folio edition; Spenser's ‘‘ Faerie 
Queene,” first edition, 1590; Young’s ‘‘ Night Thoughts,”’ 
in boards, entirely uncut, with the wonderful plates by 
William Blake; a Second Folio Shakespeare, 1632; the rare 
first edition of Goethe’s ‘‘ Faust ;’’ Goldsmith’s ‘‘ Vicar of 
Wakefield,’’? a fine copy of the genuine first issue of the 
first edition, with other Goldsmith first editions; a manu- 
seript Prayer in the hand of Dr. Samuel Johnson, as well 
as his ‘‘ Lives of the Poets,”’ and other rare first editions 
in original bindings; a Large Paper copy of the first edition 
of Byron’s ‘‘Hours of Idleness,” and an extra-illustrated 
copy of his ‘‘ English Bards; ”’ Erasmus’ “‘ Praise of Folie,” 
1556; Burton’s ‘‘ Anatomy of Melancholy,” first edition; 
Bunyan’s ‘‘Pilgrim’s Progress,’’ with the portrait and 
illustrations, 1683, the last edition published in Bunyan’s 
lifetime; Cologne Chronicle, 1499; the first Collected Edi- 
tion of Beaumont and Fletcher’s Works, with the rare por- 
trait; the Elzevir edition of Pascal’s ‘‘ Les Provinciales; ” 
Milton’s ‘‘Poems,” ‘‘ History of Britain ’’ and ‘* Paradise 
Regain’d,’”’? all first editions; Morton’s ‘* New-English 
Canaan,’’ 1637; Higginson’s ‘‘ New-Englands Plantation,” 
1630; Naunton’s ‘‘ Fragmenta Regalia,’’ finely extra-illus- 
trated; Combe’s ‘‘ English Dance of Death”’ and the ‘“‘ Syn- 
tax Tours,’’ all with the colored illustrations by Rowland- 
son, in the original parts; Apperley’s ‘‘ Life of a Sports- 
man,” first edition; Keat’s ‘‘ Poems,”’ ‘‘ Lamia” and ‘ En- 
dymion,”’ all first editions; the works of William Loring 
Andrews, including his Monographs on Roger Payne, Paul 
Revere, ete.; and books with colored plates, in fine condi- 
tion, by Cruikshank, Rowlandson, and other artists. 

The collection includes some fine illuminated manuscripts 
on vellum, including a Thirteenth Century manuscript from 
Petrarch’s library; one of the celebrated manuscript legal 
collections of the Emperor Justinian, of the Twelfth Cen- 
tury; a magnificent Fifteenth Century manuscript of Gre- 
gorio Dati, with 39 finely painted miniatures, ete. ; Francis. 
Il. and De Thou Bindings, and books bound by Douglas 
Cockerell, Cobden-Sanderson and others. 

It is difficult to particularize in a collection in which 
there are very few items not worthy of special notice. In 
this respect and in the extraordinary proportion of Asso- 
ciation Books of the highest interest this sale is probably 
unique.

These four parts of this great work contain more than 250 
plates and maps relating to America, The title pages state that 
they have been ‘‘drawn on the spot and accurately engraved 
by the celebrated artists Luyken, Mulder, Goeree, Baptist, 
Stopendall and other renowned masters,” and that ‘“ they have 
been brought together with great care, and work, and expense, 
for the use and pleasure of lovers of history and geography.” 
Many of the views are double-page, some that are even larger

are folded. Among the plates relating to North America are: 


1. Nieu Amsterdam at New York, engraved by Carolus 
Allard, showing two Indians, with a view of New York in the 
distance. Double page. Very rare. 

2. Nouvel Amsterdam dans I’Ile de Manhattans en Amerique. 
The view of New York which appears in Montanus and Ogilby. 

3. Nouvelle Hollande (a present Nouvelle New York), etc. 
Double-page map. 

4. Two plates, one showing the natives of ‘‘ Nouvelle Hol- 
lande,” the other the animals of ‘‘Insula Canada et Nova 
Hollandia.”

Though the volume could not have been brought together 
much before 1670, the plates were, many of them, engraved 
much earlier. The editor has apparently brought together 
copper-plates made for various works of travel and struck off 
from them impressions for this general work. The work is 
complete in 66 volumes, but the four here contain all the plates 
relating to America.

Iacopo. These two translations are both quoted as texts of 
language. This is the only copy complete, with all the blank 
leaves, that has been offered for sale. With the autograph of 
Pandulpho Stufa (about 1520) and a large painted coat-of-arms 
(a dragon or, or argent on a field azure) of about the same age 
pasted on the inside of the upper cover. Also with two book- 
plates of John Earl of Hyndford, one as Earl of Hyndford, with 
the addition to his arms of the Silesian eagle (about 1743), the 
other as Lord Carmichael (about 1735). This Lord Hyndford 


played a very important part as ambassador to Frederick the 
Great.

A careful collation of the volumes shows only the following 
minor defects: 


Vol. I.: Title slightly soiledand a crease. The generic name 
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of the bird on Plate IT. has been carefully erased, anda change 
in the title made very skilfully in ink (probably by Audubon). 

Vol. II.: Plates No. 282 to 188 each repaired at top about 12 
inches. 

Vol. III.: Plate I. creased; Plate 252 repaired. 

Vol. IV.: Slight repair to title at bottom. 


In addition to the above there is a smallzfraction of a tear in 
the lower margin of some of the plates, due to the weight of 
the leaves. 

An exceptionally fine copy of this magnificent work, with 
very bright and clear-cut impressions of the Four Hundred 
and Thirty-five Elephant Folio Plates. These superb plates 
are absolutely accurate representations of American Birds in 
form and color. Owing to the destruction by fire of the cop- 
per-plates, the work has become extremely rare, and even the 
single plates command high prices. 

Only one copy of the original folio edition of the ‘‘ Birds of 
America” has been sold in this.country for many years. This 
was the copy sold in Philadelphia in 1905-6 for $4,850. In ad- 
dition to the nine volumes of the ‘“‘ Birds”’ (plates and text) this 
set included the Quadrupeds in six volumes, folio and octavo. 
The latter, when sold alone, brings from $350 to $400, so that 
the larger sum of $4,000 represents approximately the market 
value of the ‘‘ Birds of America,” as above described.

This is the work which Audubon published to supplement his 
‘‘Ornithological Biographies” (see above), of which gigantic 
work the first number had just been published. Much of the 
text was written in England, where he travelled constantly to 
obtain subscribers, and, aside from the letterpress to the 
‘« Birds,” it contains interesting reminiscences of personal ad- 
venture and descriptions of scenery and character. Vol. L., 
published in Philadelphia in 1832, is the only volume which is 
not a first edition, and the pages are foxed; as usual. The re- 
maining four volumes, published in Edinburgh between 1834 
and 1839, are in very desirable state, many of the leaves being 
actually unopened The American copyright slip is attached 
to the half-title of Vol. III.; Vol. IV. lacks the half-title, and 
the date of Vol. V. is misprinted 1849 instead of 1889.

The posses- 
sion of it is, indeed, essential to a Library like the one under 
description; since there is an important passage in it, relating to 
the invention of the Art of Printing from Metal Types, which 
merits very particular attention; and which has been referred to, 
or quoted, by bibliographers for nearly the two last centuries. ’’ 

‘‘The rarity of this Chronicle is sufficiently attested by biblio- 
graphers, even without noticing that Hartz and Buder (according 
to Marchand) who wrote expressly on German affairs, had no 
knowledge whatever of it; and Naudaeus doubted its existence. 
I am disposed to think there are NOT THREE copies of it in 
this country; and the silence of De Bure leads us to suspect that 
no copy of it was formerly known at Paris.’’ 


The famous passage about the discovery of printing reads in 
English as follows: 

‘¢ ‘Ttem: this most revered Art (of Printing) was first dis- 
covered at Mentz in Germany; and it is a great honour to the 
German Nation, that such ingenious men were found in it. This 
happened in the year of our Lord MCCCCXL; and from that 
time, till the year MCCCCL, the art, and what belongs to it, was 
rendered more perfect. In the year of our Lord MCCCCL, which 
was a golden year, (or, Jubilee Year) then men began to print, 
and the first book printed was a Bible in Latin, and it was 
printed in a larger character than that with which men now print 
‘Mass-Books. Item, although this art was discovered at Mentz at 
first, in the manner in which it is now commonly used, yet the 
first example of it was found in Holland, by the Donatuses, 
which were before printed there. And from thence is derived 
the beginning of this Art, and it is (now) more masterly and 
subtle than the ancient manner was, and by far more in- 
genious.’ ’’

Although heretofore catalogued as having been written in the 
18th century, the text of this valuable manuscript was certainly 
written during the 12th century, and not later than the year 
1160: all the glosses, etc., and most of the ornaments were 
added during the 13th and 14th centuries. In Latin literature 
nothing is more important than the legal collections made by 
order of Justinian; and we may add, that nothing is more rare 
than to find very ancient manuscripts of these grand works.

A most unusual item for the Kipling collector, and one that 
must have taken a great amount of time to prepare. It is not 
probable that any file of either the daily Pioneer or the weekly 
Pioneer Mail is in existence in America. 

When ‘‘From Sea to Sea’’ was printed its publishers an- 
nounced that the volumes contained ‘‘an accurate text (for the 
first time) of the ‘American Notes.’ ’’ A glance through these 
sheets, noting the deleted portions, will show that the printed 
book is very far from ‘‘an accurate text,’’ if by ‘‘accurate’’ text 
is meant the original, authentic and genuine text. Kipling, when 
these letters were written, was twenty-five years old. He had 
published the Indian Stories on which his reputation still chiefly 
rests, and he had prospered. So he became ‘‘a Globe-trotter 
with A helmet and deck shoes,’’ and set out towards the rising 
sun prepared to ‘‘deliver ‘brawling judgments all day long: on 
all things unashamed.’’’ Many of these ‘‘iudgments’’ which 
he was so ready to ‘‘deliver’’ for the benefit of his home readers 
were cut out ten years later when he prepared to incorporate the 
letters in his ‘‘ Works.’’ 

Thirty-eight letters under the title of ‘‘From Sea to Sea’’ 
were published in the Pioneer Mail. Letter No. I appeared in 
the ‘issue for April 17, 1889, and Letter No. XXXIX in that of 
April 2, 1890. Letter No. VIII, which should have appeared in 
the number for June 23, 1889, is not to be found there. It 
probably appeared in the daily Pioneer, as it is found in the 
collected edition. Two Letters were entirely omitted in the 
collected edition. No. XVII, which appeared in the Pioneer 
Mail for October 23, 1889, and No, XXXTX, which appeared 
in the issue for April 2, 1890. The first of these (on account 
of the ‘‘Nautch of Cherry Blossoms’’) is a charming piece of 
writing and one. which every admirer of Kipling would enjoy. 
Tt does not seem probable that it was purposely suppressed. 
More likely, when Kipling edited the series for printing, the . 
number of the Pioneer which contained it was absent from the 
file. Letter No. XXXIX is entirely devoted to a description of 
Chatauqua, and may have been purposely omitted for the same 
reason that many passages in the other letters were struck out— 
on account of their harsly criticisms of Americans and American 
customs. These passages are numerous and some of them are 
extremely vitriolic.

It was first printed abroad, prob- 
ably at Antwerp in 1584 (8vo), under the title of ‘‘“The Copie 
of a letter wryten by a Master of Arte of Cambridge to his 
Friend in London concerning some talke passed of late between 
two worshipful and grave men about the present State, and 
some proceedings of the Erle of Leycester and his friends in 
England.’’ (In the British Museum Library.) 

In form it is a conversation held at Hatfield at Christmas 
time between a gentleman (Lord Burghley), an old lawyer 
who is a moderate Catholic, and a scholar from Cambridge 
(Parsons). It was reprinted in 1641 (London, 4to), under 
the title of ‘‘Leicester’s Commonwealth,’’ but was immediately 
suppressed by the Government. It is clear that Parsons was 
not the author. He denied the authorship at the time. It is 
rather the work of a Courtier who endeavored to foist responsi- 
bility on Parsons. From the green-edged leaves of the origi- 
nal edition the book was known as ‘‘Father Parsons’ Green 
Coat’’ (Dict. of National Biography, under Dudley). Malone, 
in an MS. note inscribed in the Bodleian copy, writes ‘‘ ‘Ley- 
cester’s Commonwealth’ was written by Parsons, the J esuit, 
from materials with which he is said to have been furnished by 
Lord Burghley. . . . It was first published abroad in 
octavo in 1584 . .-. and was previously handed over to 
England under the name of ‘Parsons’ Black Book.’ ”’ 

Publication, at any rate during the reign of Elizabeth, was 
impossible in England for two reasons. (1) The book is op- 
posed to the repressive policy of the English Government 
towards the Catholics, and advocates toleration; (2) it is a 
furious and scandalous attack on Robert Dudley, Earl of Lei- 
cester, the Queen’s favorite and the chief of the Puritan party, 
accusing him not only of every conceivable crime, both public 
and private, but also of aiming at the crown. This scurrilous 
libel, wherein Leicester is described as a professional poisoner 
and a debauchée, comparable to Commodus or Heliogabalus, 
has been the source of all the chief lives of the Earl. His 
character, as it appears in Scott’s famous novel ‘*Kenilworth,’’ » 
is based on this work. 

Lord Burghley, Elizabeth’s great Minister, who takes a 
principal part in the dialogue, as the gentleman, and in whose 
house it is supposed to be held, was Leicester’s bitter foe, both 
striving hard to undermine the other’s influence with Eliza- 
beth; and report holds that it was under his direction that the 
work was undertaken. The present MS. version would seem to - 
be one of the copies smuggled into England before 1584, when 
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the book was first printed. It differs somewhat from the 
printed copies, but it is absolutely complete in itself, and in 
sequence. In some respects it is more condensed than the 
1584 and 1641 editions, but there is also considerable difference 
of expression and in arrangement. The speeches are ascribed 
sometimes to speakers other than those in whose mouths they 
are put in the printed versions, while a certain portion, repre- 
senting two MS. folio pages, which is inserted in the middle of 
the printed copies, thus forming a regular part of the book, is 
in the MS. placed at the end under a new and distinct title, 
‘*Certaine Notes taken out of some other author concerning 
my Lord of Leicester’s Commonwealth. ”’’

Dr. Wright 
expressed entire confidence in the genuinenss of this relic, and 
in a letter which accompanies this Bible, he says: ‘‘It is some- 
thing to have seen a Bible which has in all probability been in 
Milton’s hands.’’ 

The history of the book prior to its acquisition by Mr. Alex- 
ander Howell, the preceding owner, cannot be ascertained, but 
this fact is by no means unusual in such cases. The Common- 
place Book of Milton, recently acquired by the British Museum, 
and undoubtedly genuine, turned up suddenly without any pre- 
vious recorded history.

Mr. Frederik Miiller, the well-known Amsterdam bookseller, 
remarked that ‘‘ Although the book is printed in my native 
place, Amsterdam, J have never seen or heard of it here.’’ Later 
authorities, however, claim that the work was printed in London. 
Tt contains several poems, notably one by BEN JONSON, THAT 
IS NOT INCLUDED IN HIS WoRKS. The author was a noted ad- 
venturer who came to New England in 1622 with a party of 
emigrants, returning the following year. He visited New Eng- 
land again in 1625. He relates that on May-day, 1626, he 
‘<brewed a barrel of excellent ale, provided a case of good 
bottles to be spent with other good cheer, and prepared a song 
fitting to the time and occasion. . . - We also brought the May- 
pole to the place appointed, with drums, guns, pistols, and there 
erected it with the help of the Salvages (sic) that came hither 
for purpose to see the manner of our revels,’’ etc. This pro- 
ceeding caused great scandal to the Plymouth colonists. Morton 
also instructed the Indians in the use of firearms, for which 
violation of the law he was arrested by Capt. Miles Standish. 
The book is descriptive of the country and the Indians, and is 
full of ridicule of the Puritan creed and customs, and was called 
by the colonists a ‘‘scandalous book.’’ Morton’s history is 
embodied in Hawthorne’s story ‘‘The May-pole of Merry 
Mount. ’’

‘‘Richard Grafton to the reader’’ (verso of the third prelimi- 
nary leaf) in this first issue begins: ‘‘I must craue of the 
most gentle reader, charitably to judge of me the imprinter of 
this worke,’’ ete., and ends ‘‘And so sone as my leasure wil. 
serue, for thine ease & ready fyndyng of any thyng herein con- 
teyned I purpose to gather an exact table of the whole woorke.’’ 


In the second issue it was entirely reset. It there begins: 


‘‘Like as before, so yet once again I desire the righte loving 
reader,’’ ete., and ends ‘‘I have now performed my promes and 
have,—devysed for the several historyes of the same several 
Tables, mamely for the IIII fyrst historyes, whych is Kynge 
Henry the IIII, Henry the V, Henry the VI, and Edward the 
IIIT, one table, and for every of the other Histories a several 
table. The order whereof is this, you shal fynde marked in the 
syde of every lefe these nubres, X, XX, XXX, XL, &e.’’ 


In this first issue ‘‘The names of the histories’’ is in very 
large type filling the page (verso of the fourth preliminary 
leaf). In the second issue it is in a small black letter type, 
filling one half of the page only. 

In this first issue the ‘‘introduction’’ (recto of Al, Fol. 1) 
begins with a large initial H (which reads as a W) and which 
is repeated on the verso of B. In the second issue the orna- 
mental initial on both these pages is a V. . 

In this copy the title-page is lacking, but a rough facsimile 
of one of the later editions, dated 1550, has been inserted. One 
leaf of text (TTt 3) is lacking, but the next leaf (TTt 4) is in 
duplicate. A few headlines at the end have been cut into and 
the last leaf containing the Colophon (which according to 
Lowndes does not properly belong to this first issue) is mounted. 
The volume contains the two blank leaves, R 8 in ‘‘ Edward 
IV,’’ and KK 6 in ‘‘Richard III’’ which are lacking in the © 
Hoe copy. 

This chronicle was begun by Edward Halle and finished, after 
his death, by Richard Grafton. In his prefatory note Grafton 
gays: 

‘‘T professe that I haue as nere in me lay, nether altered no 
added any thyng of my selfe in the whole woorke, otherwise 
the aucthor writ the same. But this is to be noted—whereof he 
perfited and writt this historie no farther then to the foure and 
twentie yere of Kyng Henry the eight: the rest he left noted in 
divers and many pamphletes and papers, whych so digently 
[sic] & truly as I coulde, I gathered the same together, & haue 
in suchewise compiled them, as may after the said yeres, apere 
in this woorke: but utterly without any addicion of myne.’’ 


But beyond the importance and interest of the book on ac- 
count of its historical and literary value (Halle’s Chronicle was 
undoubtedly one of the books used by Shakespeare) the interest 
of this copy lies in its provenance. It belonged to the great 
Sidney family and contains manuscript entries on blank pages 
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by Sir Henry Sidney and Mary Sidney his wife, father and 
mother of Sir Philip Sidney and Mary Sidney, Countess of 
Pembroke. 

On the recto of the blank leaf Kk 6 (See reproduction) are 
eight lines in Latin, WRITTEN AND SIGNED BY SIR HENRY SIDNEY, 
AND BELOW ARE FOUR LINES WRITTEN AND SIGNED BY HIS WIFE 
Mary SIDNEY.

Still farther down the page are these five lines:

The signature of these last lines has been partly torn away. 

Throughout the book on the margins of many leaves are 
manuscript notes in a different hand, possibly that of Mary, 
Countess of Pembroke herself. 

Photographs of these manuscript notes have been submitted 
to Lord De L’Isle, the present occupant of Penshurst, the 
ancient seat of the Sidneys, where Sir Philip and Mary were 


' born. In his first letter he writes: 


‘‘Tord De L’Isle regrets that owing to his moving from 
Yorkshire to London he has been unable to answer their letter 
of the 24th of April before. He has no doubt that the signa- 
ture is that of Mary Dudley, wife of Sir Henry Sidney. As his 
lordship will not be at Penshurst till the middle of June, he 
would like, if not inconvenient, to keep the photographs till 
then, which would enable him to compare them with the signa- 
tures in his manuscripts. ’’ 


In a second letter he writes as follows: 


‘<In reply to your letter of 24 April last, I have compared 
the signature (Mary Sidney) with papers here & am of the 
opinion that it is that of Mary Sidney, wife of Sir Henry Sidney. 
T enclose a paper with her signaturdé which you can compare with 
that in the photograph. Please return the document as soon 
as possible. I cannot find any signatures of Mary Sidney, 
Countess of Pembroke, here. The marks you refer to under the 
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signature are curious but I am unable to determine what they 
mean. The initials H. 8. are probable those of Sir Henry 
Sidney. ’’ 

This volume we may presume was read and studied by Sir Philip 
Sidney, whom Queen Elizabeth called ‘‘the jewel of her do- 
minions,’’ and who has been more highly praised in prose and 
verse by his contemporaries, and by his famous sister Mary. 
Countess of Pembroke. To her the ‘‘Arcadia’’ was dedicated 
and it was she who prepared it for the printer after Sir Philip’s 
death. But she is more generally called to mind, perhaps, by 
that exquisite epitaph written probably by William Browne: 

‘¢Underneath this sable herse ? 
Lies the subject of all verse: 
Sidney’s sister, Pembroke’s mother: 
Death, ere thou hast slain another 
Fair and Learn’d and good as she 
Time shall throw a dart at thee.’’
